buyers from all over the country 
is 
centering 
there. 
Some

buyers have already arrived in Lind­ 
say. he said, and others are expect 
ed within a few days. 
Alguire. who has observed broQm 
corn 
m arketing 
in Oklahom a 
for 
several seasons, on behalf of the 
federal departm ent of agriculture, 
said in his report he has recently 
been in the Rio Grande river val­ 
ley, where the broom corn harvest 
is began each year. He said th at 
the southern crop is 
not 
large 
enough 
to set 
a scale of prices 
and open the m arket, but th a t when 
tho Lindsay sales begin, “ it is con­ 
fidently expected th a t buying will 
become 
active 
and 
the 
trend 
of 
prices necessarily become well de­ 
fined.” 
Speaking of conditions in the Rio 
G rande valley, Alguire said: “ The 
general tone of the m arket for the 
week appears to have shown con­ 
siderable strength. Total shipm ents 
to date were 146 carloads, with 26 
carloads in storage and 17 carloads 
estimated held at scattered points 
for shipping facilities.”

Outlining the results of the investi­ 
gation, Dr. WB Herd I. King, of the 
staff of the National Bureau of E c o ­ 
nomic Research, under whose super­ 
vision the facts were gathered, said:

our great-grandfathers thought I* 
hours a reasonable day's work. For 
more than a hundred years, howe\er 
the length of the working day has 
been 
declining 
steadily 
until the 
average American in the first quar­ 
ter of 1922 was expected by his em­ 
ployer to v ork only 50.3 hours per 
week, just a trifle more than the 
eight hours for six days set forth 
as an ideal by reformers of a gen­ 
eration or two ago. The detailed iig* 
ures covering all industries in the 
United States show that the length 
of the working week declined 36 
minutes during tho two years cover- \ 
ed bv the study.’ 
Of all classes of employers report­ 
ing, tnose engaged in rendering do 
mestic and persona! service record 
the longest full-time hours for those 
working under their direction, the 
average being slightly more than 
eight hours daily for a seven day 
week. Farmers and retail merchants 
each require over 53 hours of work 
per week from their employees. Em­ 
ployers in a considerable group of 
industries usually call for less than 
48 hours per week from their work­ 
ers. This group includes building 
and construction, finance, public and 
professional service, paper and print­ 
ing establishments,
